Mexico Crrr, Jan. 14. Although Benor

do Cologan y Colog-nn- , the Hpanlsh Min-

ister, emphatically denied y through
tho morning pap th report that he was
about to retire, most of his friends and
ether member of the Hpanlsh colony
are convinced that the report Is truo and
that the Minister's denial was given out
for diplomatic reasons.

A band of 100 rebels attacked this
morning the station of Oriental, ut the
Junction of the two branches of the Inter
oceanic Itollroad, between here and Vera
Cruz. A pay train containing- - 100,000
pesos was waiting at this station and this
was the reason for tho rctxd attack.
Twenty-fiv- e rurulcs, who were guarding
the train, surrendered after a brief fight
In which one was killed and two wounded.
After their victory tho rebels left, taking
with them tho englna nnd tho pay car.
The paymaster has not been seen since.

Federals In Pursuit,
Immediately upon the receipt of the

news of this attack a Federal force was
sent out from San Juan de I .on Llanos In
pursuit. All the trains on the line have
been held up throughout tho day In order
to enable tho Federals to capture the
fleeing rebels. The only trains which
were operated between here nnd
Vera Crui went out with a heavy military
escort.

Fighting Is reported around Tuxtla, the
centre of the wealthiest tobacco region
of Mexico, sltunted chiefly In tho State
of Vera Crux. The Government nnnounces
that about forty rebels wcro killed there

The Federals arc making the greatest
effort to repair the railroad between San
Luis Postost nnd Saltlllo In order to
bo able to bring 2,000 carloads of cotton
bales from the Torreon region. Most of
this cotton Is at Hipollte, and S00 cars
ore ready for shipment nt Saltlllo. Two
strong Federal columns numbering from
1,000 to 2,000 men each wcro sent y

to San Luis Potosl to protect the ship-
ments. The Federals have repaired and
garrisoned tho line ns far as Mocteiuma,
ubout forty miles north of Saltlllo.

Tho Government announced
that tho entire road to Saltlllo will be re-

paired within five days nnd that the cot-

ton will be brought In within a week.
Many millions of dollars are Involve! In
the shipments, us most of the cotton mills
In the States of Mexico, Gunajuato nnd
Puebla havo closed down or arc
American cotton.

Fliihtlav .ear San Lois.
The Government reports fighting around

San Luis Potosl to-da- y. The rebel leaders,
Izabal Gaona and Gulza, were killed at a
place located about forty miles east of
San Luis Potosl. The rebels havo been
driven away from there several times, but
have always succeeded in returning.

The Governor of the Stato of Tamaull-pa- s

repeats y his dally denial of
the existence of any danger of an attack
on Tamplco. In his latest message he
declares that his scouts have covered a
ladlus of about twenty-fiv- e miles without
encountering any rebels. This, however,
seems auspicious in view of the fact that
a week ago he reported that his scouts
had carefully gone over a radius of 100
miles without seeing the enemy.

A strong but unconflrmable rumor Is

Eighty Federal officers were brought
Into Mexico city last night and lodged
In the military prison. They are said to
have been brought hero from Guaymas,
where the Federal garrison Is reported
to have revolted and gone over to the
rebels.

BANK HOLIDAY EXTENDED.

Baerta Decide to Levy New Tax
on Mortgages.

Mxxico City, Jan. IS (Thursday).

The Government announced last night that
a bank holiday for all financial Institu-
tions In the republic had been extended
until March 31.

Tho Government ut the same llnra pub-

lished a decree taxing all capital Invested
In mortgages at the rate of 1 per cent.
The penalty upon failure to pay Is three,
times the amount of the tax.

Foreign Minister Molieno has sent a re-

quest by cable to Washington asking
that the United States permit Oen. Mer-cai- lo

REBELS OCCUPY ORIENTAL.

Vara Croc Bask flnta Demand for
3,000,000 Peao Loan.

Special Cable Dtepatch to Tea Sex,
Vera Cruz, Jan. 14. The rebel band

which robbed a paycar on the Intcr-ocean- lo

Itallway to-da-y near tho station
of Oriental, securing a largo amount of
money, took possession later of the town
Itself. They captured 150 kegs of pow-

der, seventy-fiv- e cases of dynamite, and
at tho hour of fling this message they are
still holding the town.

The military commander of Vera Cruz
received orders from the War
Department to exercise "forceful Influ-
ence" on nil local banks with a view to
obtaining funds for the Government. In
compliance, with this order the commander
has demanded u loan of 2,000,000 pesos
trom tho Banco Morcnntll. Tho bank
officials are now In cession and have
promised to give an early reply to this
request

The DnIJj .Unit
thinks It Is doubtful If President Wilson's
policy of waiting for something to happen
In Mexico Is altogether favorable to his
alms and views.

"Ills excellent Intentions," It says, "arc
to be criticised only on th score of
practicability, but sooner or later ho will
have to face tho alternative of allowing
the Mexicans to solve the critical prob-
lem in their own way or of solving It by
the force of American arms."

'TEMPS' ATTACKS HUERTA.

Says. Mexico Is Brine Driven to Com
plete Exhaustion.

Special Cable DttpotcA to Taa Sex.
Pajus, Jan. 14. Lei Temps, discussing

the notification of the Mexican Govern-
ment that It would not pay the interest
.duo on the bonds of tho national debt,
says that Gen. Huerta's moratorium Is
evidently a reply to Washington's notifi-
cation that any financial aid given to him
will be considered an unfriendly net. It
adds:

"European Interests will feel more and
more severely the consequences of tho
policy of the United States, which favors
the revolutionists and seems, purposely
or unconsciously, to ilrho Mexico to com-

plete exhaustion."
Lc Temps suggests that tho elections

to be held In Mexico In July, although
they will be merely a simulacrum for
Mexico, may send to power a man who
will be persona grata to Washington and
enable President Wilson, without loss ot
pride, to chango his attitude.

The newspaper quotes the New York
World to the effect that the United States
Is not prepared for war and deduces from
this thnt Washington should adoDt a
policy of conciliation.

VILLA TO RECRUIT 10.000.

Sara His New Troops Will Vmt Arma
Taken at Ojlnaga.

El 1'abo, Tex., Jan. 14. Pancho Villa
has decided to add 10,000 men to his
rebel army. He declares that the arms
captured at Ojlnaga together with arms
and ammunition he had previously taken
from tho Federals will enable him to
arm and equip that many men fully. He.
crultlng was commenced In Juarez to-
day.

United States army officers and lied
Cross officials hern are making active
preparations for the reception of the
4418 Mexican refugees and Federal
soldiers when they arrive from Presidio.
Tho quartermaster's department la wir-
ing to Ht Louis and other quartermos-ter'- a

depots for tentage, bedding and
other supplies, as thero is not sufficient
In the local depot to supply the refugrn
colony.

The quartermaster's depot hero Is send-
ing rations to feed the refugees daily.
A shipment of 5,000 rations was 'sent on
Tuesday and 16,000 more on Wednesday
Food and water havo been distributed
along the seventy mtlea of road from
Presidio to Marfa for tho Federals us
iney marcn ovenann.

MEXICAN STOCKS UNCHANGED.

PROBABLY WILL FAIL

Nominee for Comptroller Tells
Senate Cotnmlttao of

Munscy Deul.

DENIES ANY FAVORITISM

Washington Hankers . Opposed
to Official Fear Power Ho

Will Wield.

WAsmNtiTON, Jan. 14. Friends of the
Administration In the Senate lost no time

y In their efforts to secure tho con-
firmation of John Hkclton Williams as
Comptroller of tho Currency. With the
prospect of a Senatorial Investigation Into
the Munsey Trust Company deal con-
fronting them, friends of Mr. Williams got
busy nnd a special meeting of the Senate
Committee on Hanking and Currency was
oalled this afternoon to consider the nom-
ination, which enmo to tho Senate yes-
terday.

Democratic Senators were Insistent upon
favorable action Immediately. Susgts-Hon- s

made In the commltteo that an In-

vestigation might be called for and that
therefore action ought to bn delayed seemed
to have no weight.

Chairman Owen said previous to tho
committee meeting that Mr. Williams was
eminently qualified nnd that opposition to
him was due to the National City Hank.

When the committee was In session Sen-

ator Weeks suggested that thero ought to
be an Inquiry Into the circumstances of
the absorption by tho Munscy Trust Com-
pany of tho United Ktatei Trust Company,
In which John Sktlton Williams, ns As-

sistant Secretary ot tin- - Treasury, was
alleged to havo unduly favored tho Mun-
scy Trust Company, of which his brother,
It. Lancaster William", la n director.

Senator Weeks referred to the charges
that Mr. Williams and Thomas F. llyan
had grappled for control of the Seaboard
Air Line Itallroad and suggested that Mr.
llyan ought to bo called us a witness.
The versions given out In behalf of Mr.
Williams put the new Comptroller In a
favorable light und attacked .Mr. llyan
unmercifully.

Oppose Calling Thomas F. ltyan.
Hut Democratic Senators were unwilling

to call Mr. Ityun. The mere suggestion
roused a storm of protest, led by Senator
Shafroth of Colorado. Three or four of
the Democratic members of the committee
said they would attach no Importance to
anything that Mr, llyan might say.

Finally Senator Heed mocd that the
committee make n tavornblo report on
the nomination of Mr. Williams. Krpuh-llca- n

members Insisted that there ought
to be nn Investigation of the Munsey ileal.

Thereupon Senator Heed suggested that
tho committee take n recess and that the
chairman meanwhile notify Mr. Williams
and the local bankers. Including

of the Washington Clearing
House, that th committee .would hear
them on thH Munscy Trust Company
deal.

.Mr. Williams responded promptly to
the Invitation. W. J. Flather of tho Hlggs
National Bank, who was chairman of n
committee of tho Clearing House Asso-
ciation, nnd William It. Merrlnm, direc-
tor of tho census, who Is Identified with
the Continental Trust Company In Wash-
ington, and Warden of
the same company also appeared.

For more than two hours Mr. Will-
iams explained the Munsey Tiust Com-
pany deal, submitting correspondent and
documents to show that no favoritism wan
shown. He said that the United States
Trust Company had been Investigated six
month before the Munsey deal by u
bank exnmlner. who ivported tin Impair-
ment of capital, that tho company re-
ceived bIx months In which to wipe out
the Impairment, but that at the end of the
six months instead of an Improvement
It was found that there was evm greater
Impairment, amounting practically to a
million dollars.

He said that tho local bankers were
then notified to b prepared to extend
the necessary aid to the trust company
and prevent n general run. Mr. Williams
submitted correspondence which tended
to prove that the National Hank of Wash
ington had negotiated for tho acquisition
of tho United States Trust Company and
nail finally deemed not to tnko it over.
These negotiations wero carried on with-
out the knowledge of the Treasury De-
partment.

More .egntlatluns Fall.
Later, when the condition of the United

States Trust Company was found to bo
critical, there was some correspondence
with the Continental Trust Company look-
ing to taking over the business. These
negotiations failed, although tho corre-
spondence tended to show that tho Treas-
ury Department stood ready to extend
financial aid by way ot making deposits
with tho local national banks for uso
of the Continental Trust Company in
meeting n possible run.

Mr. Mcrrlam nnd Mr. Warden verified
Mr. Williams's statements on this point.
Mr. Williams had not concluded his state
ment when the commltteo took u recess
until 10 :30 o clock morning.
Tho consideration of the case was behind
closed doors.

It Is tho opinion that the nomination
will bo fuorably reported and confirmed
after some delay. Chairman Owen be-

lieves thero will bo little delay.
Hcgardless of the action of the Henato

on this nomination It appeared probable
that thero would bo nn Investigation of
tho Munsey Trust Company deal. Lend-
ing Itepubllcan Senators were busy col-
lecting Information on tho Munsey deal
and It was admitted that a resolution of
investigation was being considered.

Tho Senators opposed to tho nomination
of Mr. Williams say that they wero nt
a disadvantage because tho local bankers
apparently ure In nwo of Mr. Williams
and the power that he will wield ns
Comptroller of the Currency.

Local banks hold deposits of publlo
funds nnd particularly of tho local rev-
enues of tho District of Columbia. These
funds are In tho control of tho Treasury
Department nnd tho deposits may bo
taken awuy at any time.

WASHINGTON ARGUES FOE BANK.

Ilaltlraure Alio Ulvr Its Federal
Reserve Claims.

Washington, Jan. 14. nival claims
of Baltimore nnd Washington for a Fed-
eral reserve bank wero presented y

before the organization committee. Wash-
ington business men and financiers ar-
gued that as tho Federal Reserve Board
will have to become acquainted not only
with the operation of the new currency
system as a whole, but with many of the
economic details of the regional banks, a
bank In the capital might be the operating
model for the entire system and could bo
conducted without conflicting with any
State bank lams.

Haltlmoreans explained that Balti-
more's position as the financial capital of
tho region bounded on the north by the
Mason and Dixon line and on the
west by the Appalachian Mountains
Is nnd has been for more than a
century an established fact.
